* During warm weather plant mor-
tality reachés high proportions. One
of the greatest obstacles to plant
growth is crust’ formation  on the
arface of the soll. This arises

whenever the ground is at all moist.
A friable soil, slightly damp, may
be transposed in just a few hours
of direct sunlight to an impenetra-
ble crust that may be cracked only
with a pickaxe. Against such, in-
surmountable difficulties you can
sée what scant chance a tiny seed-
Hng has of pushing its hcud above
the soil
